It is always a problem to 
maintain a good supply of green 
fccoVfor backyard animals. When 
winter comes, the lawn quits 
growing and so does alfalfa 
That's bad! Because fresh 
greens are the best possible 
source of protein and vitamins 
A little of them regularly wil 
protect health and maintain pro 
duction. 

If you do not have a supply 
available, how about growing 
some? It won't take much space 
for a few chickens and rabbits   
more, of course, for a goat or 
cow. 

To assure green feed, how 
about planting some barley now? 
It will be ready for use in 40 
days if you irrigate It and bring 
it up. One pound of seed will 
plant 300 or 400 square feet.

particularly. Use it all through

Care of Trees 
No, it isn't time to begin 

pruning yet, so put the shears 
away. That is, unless you want 
to prune bushberries.

-fighs, plums and grapes  should 
not be pruned until they have 
lost nearly all of their Jeaves 
and are dormant. 

Get ready for the pruning sea­ 
son by sending to your farm ad­ 
visor, 808 North Spring st., Lod 
Angeles 12, for a mimeographed 
leaflet on pruning and care of 
deciduous fruit trees.
